Glacier Park, Mont.—The odious ex­ 
pression “Indian giver” (meaning not 
for keeps), which is applied to people 
who give something and then want it 
back, never titted the Blackfeet tribe 
after the Great Spirit brought disaster 
to Xapee, an old man of their nation, 
according to the present-day oracles 
of the Glacier National Park reserva- 
Lion. 
Here is a legend that lives viv­ 
idly among young and old: 
Many moons ago an aged Indian 
traveling alone met 
a 
coyote 
and 
made n companion of him, just like 
he would a dog. 
The day was hot 
on the prairie and the Indian and 
coyote came upon a huge outstanding 
r<» fk on tiie plains. 
The old Indian 
took off fiis buckskin coat and spread 
it over the rock, giving the garment 
to the prairie landmark. 
After re­ 
suming his journey with the coyote 
it started to rain, and old Nnpee sent 
the wolf back for the coat. 
But the rock wouldn’t return tho 
coat, and the coyote came scampering 
hack to the Indian with its tail hang­ 
ing between its legs. 
This made the 
aged brave mad. and he retraced his 
steps in haste, grabbed tip the cout 
and started on his journey. 
lie and the coyote hadn’t gone far 
when 
they heard 
a loud, rumbling 
noise. 
Looking back they saw the 
rock rolling after them. 
It bowled 
over a herd "f buffalo, killing many, 
and came bumping over the prairie In 
pursuit of them. 
The coyote was Hat 
tened out dead. 
Napee saw a night- 
hawk soaring in, the sky and called to 
it for help. 
The hawk flew down just 
as the overheated rock hurst in two 
with a loud explosion. 
Wiping the cold sweat from his 
brow, the Indian went on his way 
badly frightene ! by his experience. 
But he was a mean and selfish old 
man and hadn’t learned the moral 
lesson of the Incident. 
For when he 
came upon the nighthawk’s nest he 
gave vent to his savage nature by 
forcing open the mouths of the young 
nighthawks until they bled. 
The old 
nighthawk 
had followed 
and the Indian ran Into the lake, 
thinking he'd escape the furious par­ 
ent bird, hilt he found he couldn’t keep 
his head above w ater lest the hawk 
pick his eyes out. 
S t Xapee drowned 
The Blackfeet Indians to this day 
relnfe the legend and point gravely to 
the moral of it. viz.: “When you give 
or trade* with anyone, don’t expect 
anything hack, no difference what the 
loss or suffering may be.” 
Thus it 
came to be the* motto of the Blackfeet 
to do their trading “for keeps.” and 
In trading with other tribes they al­ 
ways laid stress on tin* fact that they 
strongly discountenanced 
making 
a

G. W. Mu.sgrave, agronomist at the 
Ooilege of Agriculture,

wick.

years of observation and 
study have convinced Profes: or Mus- 
grave 
that 
most 
farmers can 
well 
substitute soy beans, wheat, rye, or 
barley for 
the oats generally used 
in tin* common rotations. Particularly 
valuable are soy beans, At the pres­ 
ent time it costs $34 to produce an 
n< re of them whereas it costs $39 
to produce an acre of oats. Even more 
striking is 
the 
difference 
in 
value 
between these two crops at the time 
of maturity; soy beans are worth $55 
an acre, and oats are worth only $23. 
Soy beans yield one to three or 
four tons per acre, and under favor­ 
able conditions should 
average two 
tons. In feeding value they compare 
favorably with alfalfa hay. Hence, on 
farms where considerable hay is fed, 
they may readily replace much other 
hay 
or release it for sale.

Pigs Helps Make Gains 
Through tin1 cold months pigs will 
pay big returns for the trouble and 
expense of warming their water. 
A 
feeding trial at the Ames experiment 
station showed that the 
pig-- 
given 
warm 
water, 
through 
automatic 
troughs, not only matured earlier, but 
made gains on considerably less feed. 
Both lots were fed tin- same ration. 
The pigs that were fed iii the old­ 
fashioned through*, where no attempt 
was made to warm the water, took i l l 
days to roach a w eight of 225 pounds, 
and required 423 pounds of feed for 
each HK) pounds of gain. They showed 
a margin over feed cost of $5.9S each. 
On the other hand, the pigs that 
were given the warmed water from 
the 
automatic 
troughs, 
reached 
an 
average weight of 225 pounds in lur, 
days, and required only 379 pounds 
of feed for each PW) pounds of gain. 
They showed a profit over feed cost of 
$7.13 each. 
If one takes into consideration the 
saving in grain and the fact that these 
pigs reach maturity earlier than the 
others, the increased profit per pig 
was $1.79 in favor of warming tile 
water.

Green Manure Crop Will 
Draw on Soil Moisture 
Any 
green 
manure crop. 
whether 
rye. sw eet clover or 
weeds, 
draws 
heavily on soil moisture. 
It is quite 
necessary, then. to watch the weather 
during the spring when such a crop is 
growing. 
If the season is below nor­ 
mal in rainfall, the rye may use up so 
much water that the corn crop will 
have a laird time getting enough* and 
may lire during a short 
period 
of 
drought. 
A ton of dry matter in the 
green manure crop may represent nn 
amount of water equal to the entire 
rainfall of June. 
Pasturing reduces tile amount of 
water used by such a crop. Green ma­ 
nure may also he 
disced down or 
plowed under earlier than was origi­ 
nally planned. All green manure crops 
must be first thoroughly disced into 
the soil if danger of insufficient mois­ 
ture is to he avoided. 
Discing also 
helps work the crop into the soil so 
that rapid decay will follow and the 
growing corn will receive the most 
benefit. 
Sweet clover decays more 
rapidly than rye and may cause some­ 
what less loss of moisture after it has 
been turned under.

Increase Cottonseed in 
the Ration for Steers 
When the price of hominy I* IO per 
cent higher than the price 
if cotton­ 
seed meal, the amount of cottonseed 
meal should be Increased so that it is 
20 ju*r cent Instead of IO per cent of 
the concentrated feeds In the ration 
fur steer#. 
Tills is a statement of Prof. It. It. 
Hillman of the New York State Col­ 
lege of Agriculture at Ithaca, N, Y., 
who says that the general rule that 
cottonseed meal should not exceed IO 
per cent of the gruin ration should he 
shifted w hen hominy Is high. 
The Increase in the cottonseed meal 
is economical and is safe if succu­ 
lent feeds Uke corn silage or pea vine 
silage are fed. 
Cottonseed meal fed to lambs may 
lie Increased to one sixth of the grain 
ration if the lambs get silage and do 
not get legume roughage.

Glacier Pork, Mont.—The odious ex­ 
pression “Indian giver” (meaning not 
for keeps), which is applied to people 
who give tome thing and then want it 
bick, never fitted tile Blackfeet tribe 
after the Great Spirit brought disaster 
to Napee, an old man of their nation, 
according to the present-day oracles 
of the Glacier National Park reserva­ 
tion, 
Here Is a legend that lives viv­ 
idly among young and old: 
Many moons ago an aged Indian 
traveling alone met 
a 
coyote and 
made a companion of him. just like 
he would a dog. 
The day was hot 
on the prairie and the Indian and 
coyote came upon a huge outstanding 
rook on tile plains. 
The old Indian 
took off his buckskin coat and spread 
it over the rock, giving the garment, 
to the prairie landmark. 
After re­ 
suming his journey with the coyote 
it started to rain, and old Nape® sent 
the wolf back for the coat. 
But tile rock wouldn’t return the 
coat, and the coyote came scampering 
back to the Indian with its tail hang­ 
ing between its legs. 
This made the 
aged brave mad. and he retraced his 
slops in haste, grabbed up the coat 
and started on his journey. 
He and the coyote hadn’t g«>ne far 
when they hear,] a loud, rumbling 
noise.

Experts In nil parts of the world 
are tackling the problem of how to 
use coal to the best advantage., 
Professor Bergius of Heidelberg has 
reduced coal to a paste and columned 
it with hydrogen at a very high tem­ 
perature and pressure.
